Napoleon’s  signature  to  his  monthly  salary  pay  warrant;  his 
endorsement  on  a letter  to  the  Minister  of  War  after  his  retreat 
from  Germany  in  1813;  a Broadside  Letter  issued  by  order  of  Marie 
Louise  to  celebrate  Napoleon’s  victory  at  Wurtchen;  the  Orders 
of  the  Day  during  Napoleon’s  Campaign  to  put  Joseph  Bonaparte 
on  the  Throne  of  Spain;  General  Kleber’s  letter  of  withdrawal 
from  the  Army,  1797;  a fine  historical  letter  from  the  Duke  de  Bas- 
sano  to  Fouche,  giving  an  account  of  Napoleon’s  operations  in  his 
German  Campaign. 

Documents  signed  by  Louis  XVI  and  Marie  Antoinette;  a ticket 
of  admission  to  the  Trial  of  Louis  XVI,  and  a three-page  letter 
from  an  eye-witness  describing  the  last  week  of  his  trial;  the  Orig- 
inal Account  Book  of  the  Second  Battalion  during  the  Vendean 
Campaign;  a full  autograph  letter  of  Rouget  de  Lisle,  composer  of 
“The  Marseillaise”;  another  of  Mdme.  De  Stael,  signed  in  full;  a 
love  letter  of  Voltaire  to  the  Countess  of  Lutzbourg;  a fine  letter 
of  Mirabeau,  etc.,  etc. 

Many  documents  written  during  the  Terror  on  the  letter-heads 
of  the  Committees  of  Public  Safety  and  “ Surete  Generale,”  with 
signatures  of  noted  Revolutionists;  Robespierre,  Danton,  Hebert, 
St.  Juste,  the  Infamous  Labon,  Henriot  and  Chaumette,  who  as- 
sisted at  the  Profane  Orgies  of  the  Festivals  of  Reason,  Carnot, 
Barras,  Le  Bas,  and  Lindet. 

Nearly  all  of  Napoleon’s  famous  Marshals,  including  Soult,  Ber- 
trand, Ney,  Murat,  Fouche,  Gen.  Lazare  Iioche,  the  Great  Surgeon 
Baron  Larrey,  with  many  autographs  of  American  interest, 
Rochambeau,  Lafayette,  Lamartine,  Victor  Hugo,  Eugene  Sue,  The 
Duke  of  Wellington,  George  III,  Blucher,  Talleyrand,  etc. 

Also  medals  of  silver  and  bronze  struck  off  in  honor  of  Napoleon, 
his  famous  battles  and  other  decisive  periods  of  French  History.

D.  S.,  1 p.,  1805,  small  4to,  with  two  lines  in 
his  autograph. 

Written  when  Minister  to  London,  regarding  the  burial  of  M.  Bailly,  etc. 

^.70  2.  ARREST  OF  BASIRE  AND  OF  CHABOT.  D.  S.  by  Araar 

(Andre),  Notorious  for  his  Cruelty  in  the  Reign  of  Terror.  Pre- 
senting to  the  Convention  of  Public  Safety  a minute  authorizing 
the  arrest  of  Basire,  Chabot  and  two  others,  and  asking  for  their 
confessions.  Dated  the  18th  November,  1793-  Small  4to,  1 p. 

Important  historical  document  in  connection  with  the  failure  of  the 
Hebertist  plot  and  the  downfall  of  the  Dantonists. 

3.  AUGERAU  (DUC  DE  CASTIGLIONE).  Marshal  of  France. 
A.  D.  S.,  2 pp.,  folio,  Paris,  1801. 

Written  in  the  interest  of  a French  officer.  Endorsed  by  Napoleon  (?). 

4.  DARBE-MARBOIS  (MARQUIS  DE).  French  Statesman 
D and  Writer.  L.  S.,  1 p.,  folio,  1803. 

Important  letter  to  the  United  States  regarding  the  ratification  of  the 
Louisiana  Treaty  — A strange  transaction  by  which  one  Republic  sold  to 
another  a great  tract  of  land  without  at  least  consulting  the  wishes  of  the 
inhabitants. 

Barbe-Marbois  was  U.  S.  Consul  in  1789,  Napoleon's  Director  of  the 
Treasury,  etc. 

/K>  5.  BARNAVE  (ANTOINE).  Revolutionist.  L.  S.,  2 pp.,  small 

4to,  Paris,  1791  (inlaid). 

Written  in  the  interests  of  M.  Brunet  for  a civil  appointment. 

jpO  6.  BARRAS  (PAUL  JEAN  FRANCOIS,  COMTE  DE).  The 

Most  Powerful  and  Dissolute  of  the  Directors,  put  an  end  to  Robe- 
spierre’s career  and  the  Reign  of  Terror.  A.  L.  S.,  2 pp.,  4to,  Paris, 
1817. 

To  Madame  de  Montpejat,  including  tender  inquiries  for  her  health,  etc. 

7.  BASIRE  (CLAUDE).  Partizan  of  Danton,  executed  in  1794. 
D.  S.,  folio,  1793,  also  by  Maure,  Brivat  and  Rovere,  warning  the 
Procureur  of  a district  to  keep  a lookout  on  one  Duchatelet. 

8.  BEAUHARNAIS  (ALEXANDRE  DE).  First  husband  of 
Josephine,  and  grandfather  of  Napoleon  III.  L.  S.,  1 p.,  folio, 
Strasbourg,  1792.  With  fine  seal. 

On  military  business  connected  with  the  Army  of  the  Rhine,  where  he 
served  under  Custine.  Beauharnais  was  in  the  United  States  under 
Rochambeau. 
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g.  BEAUHARNAIS  (EUGENE).  Son  of  Josephine,  and  great 
favorite  of  Napoleon,  Viceroy  of  Italy.  A.  L.  S.,  “ Eugene 
N.(apoleon),”  3 pp.,  4to,  1821. 

Written  after  he  had  been  compelled  to  relinquish  Italy  to  the  Aus- 
trians. Long  letter  concerning  the  political  difficulties  of  M.  Duveyrier, 
who,  he  says,  should  address  himself  to  the  Roman  Government  as  he 
himself  is  not  familiar  with  this  particular  affair,  which  apparently 
relates  to  the  rights  of  a resident  of  a foreign  country. 

IO.  BEAUMARCHAIS  (CARON  DE).  French  Dramatist, 
wrote  “ Barber  of  Seville,”  etc.  A.  L.  S.,  1 p.,  4to,  Paris,  1779. 

To  Count  de  Vergennes  in  the  interest  of  a M.  Swinton  and  his  journal. 

Beaumarchais’  “ Marriage  of  Figaro  ” was  prohibited  by  Louis  XVI 
because  it  attacked  the  aristocracy.  He  was  also  the  secret  agent  of  the 
French  Government  in  supplying  arms  to  the  American  colonies  in  1775. 

n.  BEAURGARD  (GEN.  VICTOR).  A.  L.  S„  i p„  4to,  Tre- 
mont,  1795. 

To  Gen.  Beaupuy,  ordering  the  movements  of  troops. 

12.  BELLIARD  (COMTE  AUGUSTIN).  General.  A.  L.  S.,  i 
p.,  4to,  Metz,  1825,  regarding  military  appointments. 

13.  BENEZECH  (PIERRE).  Minister  of  the  Interior  in  1795. 
L.  S.,  2 pp.,  folio,  1803. 

To  the  Minister  of  War,  calling  his  attention  to  the  violence  of  the 
Gendarmerie  at  Marie  and  that  the  interests  of  France  needed  that  the 
agricultural  regions  should  be  protected. 

Accompanied  by  a 2 pp.  folio  letter  from  a miller  In  Marie  recounting 
grievances. 

f{  14.  BERNADOTTE.  Marshal  of  France.  King  of  Sweden  and 
Norway.  D.  S.,  2 pp.,  folio,  1805,  ordering  payment  of  moneys; 
other  signatures. 

15.  BERTHIER  (L.  A.).  Prince  of  Wagram.  Captain  under 
Lafayette  in  the  U.  S.,  and  Bonaparte’s  Chief  of  Staff.  L.  S.,  2 pp., 
folio,  Paris,  1801. 

To  Gen.  Ernouf  relative  to  the  disposition  of  troops. 

16.  BERTRAND  (COMTE  HENRI).  Marshal  and  General. 
A.  D.  S.,  1 p.,  small  4to,  Fontainebleau,  April  17,  1814. 

An  order  to  send  his  horses  to  Chateauroux,  his  native  country.  Ber- 
trand was  aide-de-camp  to  Napoleon,  whom  he  accompanied  to  St.  Helena, 
and  with  whose  body  he  returned  to  France. 

The  above  order  is  a very  interesting  document,  having  been  signed 
Just  after  Napoleon  was  said  to  have  taken  poison  when  forced  to  abdicate 
and  retreat  to  Elba,  and  all  was  confusion  at  Fontainebleau. 

17.  A.  L.  S.,  3 pp.,  4to,  Paris,  April  22,  1811. 

Long  and  detailed  letter  concerning  the  transportation  of  his  horses  to 
Laybach,  a trip  of  60  or  70  days,  with  reference,  in  case  of  need,  to 
acquaintances  in  Toulouse,  Turin  and  Milan. 

18.  BESSIERES  (MARSHAL  J.  B.).  Greatly  Distinguished  at 
Austerlitz,  placed  Joseph  Bonaparte  on  the  Throne  of  Spain.  D. 
S.,  vellum,  with  vignette  heading  and  border,  Paris,  1808. 

Military  record  of  one  of  the  Imperial  Grenadiers  Guard.  With  other 
signatures.

ig.  BEURNONVILLE  (MARQUIS  DE).  Marshal  and  Minis- 
ter. Exchanged  with  others  for  the  Daughter  of  Louis  XVI.  L.  S., 
i p.,  folio,  Paris,  Feb.  13,  1793,  relative  to  military  expenses,  and 
asking  for  detailed  reports. 

20.  L.  S.,  4 pp.,  folio,  1797. 

Written  when  Commander-in-chief  of  the  Army  of  the  North  to  his 
army.  An  impassioned  appeal  to  his  soldiers  to  support  France,  as  the 
situation  was  becoming  serious  on  account  of  many  desertions. 

7 2i.  BSRNADOTTE  AND  MICHAUX.  D.  S.,  1 p.,  folio,  1803. 

Michaux  recommends  to  Gen.  Bernadotte  to  pay  indemnity  to  one  of  the 
soldiers,  endorsed  with  two  lines  signed  " B.”  by  the  latter. 

A ' 22.  BLUCHER  (FIELD  MARSHAL).  Celebrated  Prussian, 

decided  the  fate  of  Napoleon  at  Waterloo.  L.  S.,  2 pp.,  folio,  Rat- 
meritz,  Sept.  9,  1813,  with  seal. 

Written  when  in  chief  command  of  the  allied  Russian  and  Prussian 
Army  to  the  Russian  Prince  and  Field  Marshal  Osten-Sacken,  informing 
him  that  the  King  of  Prussia  has  decorated  two  Russian  Generals  with 
the  Order  of  " L’Aigle  Rouge.” 

j'yT  23.  BONAPARTE  (JOSEPH).  Elder  brother  of  Napoleon.  A. 
L.  S.,  1 p.,  4to,  Paris,  1803,  signed  “ Bonaparte.”  Friendly  personal 
letter. 

24.  BONAPARTE  (LUCIEN).  Brother  of  Napoleon.  A.  L.  S„ 
4to,  Rome,  Jan.  16,  1806. 

Written  when  an  exile  in  Rome ; mentions  his  land  in  America. 

So  25.  BOUCHOTTE  (JEAN).  Minister  of  War.  L.  S.,  folio, 
Paris,  1793. 

To  Gen.  Carteaux  (who  promoted  Napoleon  from  Lieutenant  to  Chief 
of  Battalion),  informing  him  that  the  Council  has  appointed  him  General- 
in-chief  of  the  Army  of  Italy  in  view  of  his  services  to  the  Republic. 
Fine  historical  letter. 

26.  BOUGAINVILLE  (LOUIS  ANTOINE).  Celebrated  Navi- 
gator. A.  L.  S.,  small  4to,  Oct.  30,  1768. 

Written  on  board  “La  Boudeuse  “ (the  ship  in  -which  he  sailed  round 
the  world)  and  just  after  his  return  from  this  voyage.  He  was  the  first 
French  navigator  to  circle  the  globe.  An  order  for  seven  leaves  of  parch- 
ment (probably  for  use  in  his  book). 

) S'  27.  BOUILLfi  (MARQUIS  DE).  French  General.  L.  S.,  folio, 
Metz,  Feb.  14,  1791,  to  M.  du  Portail  on  political  business. 

Bouillc  was  the  general  who  prepared  for  the  flight  of  Louis  XVI  in  1791. 

28.  pAHIER  (LOUIS  GILBERT).  Public  Accuser.  D.  S.,  1 

vy  p.,  folio,  Paris,  1791,  reminding  the  Criminal  Tribunal 

that  Louis  XVI  expected  a certain  amount  of  activity  from  them. 

29.  CALONNE  (CH.  ALEX  DE).  Louis  XVI’s  famous  Min- 
ister of  Finance.  L.  S.,  3 pp.,  folio,  Metz,  June  30,  1775,  tO'  Mare- 
chal  Du  Muy. 

Curious  letter  demanding  the  removal  of  a physician  at  the  Military 
Hospital  whom  the  soldiers  accuse  of  dissipation  and  having  allowed  many 
of  their  comrades  to  perish  on  account  of  his  Ignorance. 
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30.  CAMBAC£R£S  (J.  J.).  Second  Consul  under  Napoleon.  L. 
S.,  1 p.,  small  4to,  Paris,  1796,  acknowledging  the  correctness  of  the 
accounts  of  the  director  of  the  National  School  of  Riding  at  Ver- 
sailles. 


31.  CAMBON,  LINDET  AND  GUYTON-MORVEAU.  Mem- 
bers of  the  First  Committee  of  Public  Safety.  L.  S.,  2 pp.,  small 
4to,  April  22,  1793,  to  the  Minister  of  War. 

Important  historical  document  relative  to  the  arrest  of  Dumouriez  who 
had  plotted  a counter-revolution  with  the  Austrians.  Ordering  Dumouriez 
to  be  brought  before  the  national  tribunal.  Dumouriez  refused  to  obey  the 
summons  and  arrested  the  deputies,  but  the  Austrians  declining  to  uphold 
him,  he  fled  to  England. 

32.  CAMPAN  (MDME.).  Biographer  of  Marie  Antoinette.  A. 
L.  S.,  4 pp.,  small  4to,  Ecouen,  1810. 

Mme.  de  Campan  was  placed  in  charge  of  a boarding-school  at  St.  Ger- 
main by  Napoleon  and  Josephine.  She  taught  Hortense  and  two  of 
Napoleon’s  sisters.  The  above  is  a delightful  personal  letter  in  which  she 
tells  the  number  of  her  pupils,  that  she  expects  a visit  from  “ Their 
Majesties,”  etc. 

33.  CARNOT  (LAZARE  N.  M.).  Famous  French  Patriot.  A. 
L.  S.,  2 pp.,  small  4to,  Paris,  1802. 

A fine  personal  letter  in  answer  to  an  appeal  for  political  assistance 
from  a friend  at  Stockholm,  but  says  in  the  midst  of  a torrent  of  intrigues 
there  is  very  little  he  can  do.  Speaks  of  the  quarrel  between  France  and 
England,  that  France,  " who  had  hardly  begun  to  breathe  freely,  is  much 
alarmed,”  sends  his  regards  to  Baron  Bourgoing,  says  that  all  of  his 
family  have  had  “ a current  malady  which  they  call  the  grippe,”  etc. 

34.  D.  S.  by  Carnot,  “ Organizer  of  Victory,”  Barere,  Bil- 

; laud-Varennes  and  Collot-D’Herbois  (both  banished),  Pelletier,  and 

others  of  the  Committee  of  Safety,  1794,  approving  the  appointment 
of  a Health  Officer. 
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35.  CARRIER  (JEAN  B.).  A Jacobin  of  infamous  memory.  D. 
S.,  with  3 lines  in  his  hand,  2 pp.,  small  4to,  Nantes,  1793.  With 
stamps. 

Written  after  Carrier  was  sent  to  Nantes  to  execute  the  bloody  will  of 
the  Republic,  when  he  loaded  men,  women  and  children  into  boats  and 
sunk  them  in  the  Loire. 

A permit  for  four  young  men  to  embark  from  Nantes  to  Paimboeuf. 
The  Municipality  of  Nantes  certify  that  they  have  compared  the  names 
“ with  the  lists  of  suspects  ” and  they  do  not  appear  thereon.  “Approved  “ 
by  Carrier. 


36.  CAULAINCOURT  (DUC  DE  VICENZA).  Napoleon’s 
Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs.  L.  S.,  2 pp.,' 4to,  I799(P). 

Relative  to  horses  for  the  troops. 


37.  CHABOT  (FRANCOIS).  Capuchin  Monk  and  Jacobin;  one 
of  the  instigators  of  the  Massacre  of  1792.  D.  S.,  2 pp.,  folio,  July 
4,  1793.  official,  with  seal.  Relative  to  the  designing  and  placing  of 
three  clocks  in  the  Council  Chamber.  Also  signed  by  S.  E.  Monnel. 


38.  CHAMPAGNY  (DUC  DE  CADORE).  Famous  Minister. 
L.  S.,  1 p.,  4to,  Paris,  1811,  giving  permission  for  an  American  Citi- 
zen, M.  Breuil,  to  return  to  the  United  States.

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I**  39.  CHAMPIONNET  (GEN.  JEAN  E.).  A.  L.  S.,  2 pp.,  folio. 

May  6,  1794- 

To  the  notorious  Jacobin  Jullien  on  military  business  with  regard  to  his 
brevet ; mentions  Audouin,  etc. 

Championnet,  when  occupying  Naples  under  Napoleon,  exposed  the  trick 
of  the  liquefying  of  the  blood  of  St.  Januarius  (in  a thermometer)  as  a 
sign  that  Heaven  was  hostile  to  the  French,  by  telling  the  exhibitor  that  if 
the  blood  delayed,  ho  would  blow  his  brains  out. 

40.  CHATEAUBRIAND  (VISCOUNT  DE).  Celebrated  French 
Author;  visited  America  in  1791.  L.  S.,  2 pp.,  small  4to,  Paris,  1834, 
with  four  lines  additional  in  his  hand. 

An  eloquent  defense  of  his  opinions  ; says  he  does  not  think  that  there 
has  been  a legitimate  King  since  Henry  V,  but  that  “ the  sovereign  people  ” 
have  decided  differently. 

yV'U  41.  CHAUMETTE  (PIERRE  GASPARD).  A Jacobin  of  in- 
famous memory,  assisted  at  the  Profane  Orgies  of  the  Festivals  of 
Reason.  L.  S.,  1 p.,  4to,  Paris,  1793,  giving  a ruling  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Police  with  regard  to  poverty  stricken  men  and  women. 

J(0  42.  CHOISEUL  (DUC  DE).  Accompanied  Louis  XVI  in  his 

flight  to  Varennes  and  was  arrested  with  him.  A.  L.  S.,  folio,  X p., 
Paris,  1789,  on  financial  affairs. 

43.  CLARKE  (H.  J.  G.,  DUC  DE  FELTRE).  Napoleon’s  Min- 
ister of  War.  A.  L.  S.,  1 p.,  folio,  Paris,  1808. 

Fine  letter  in  the  interests  of  M.  de  Mandeville.  Accompanied  by  a 
curious  anonymous  sketch  of  the  Due  de  Feltre,  evidently  originating  with 
an  enemy  of  de  Feltre,  with  the  imprint  “A  PhiladelpUie,  de  I’lmprimerie 
de  John  Gardly,  3e  Rue  Nord,  No.  58.”  A MS.  note  states  it  was  published 
in  Paris. 

jjO  44.  L.  S.,  2 pp.,  folio,  Paris,  1816,  to  Gen.  Ernouf. 

Important  historical  letter.  The  order  of  procedure  of  an  unexpected 
and  rigorous  visit  from  the  commanding  general  to  try  and  find  in  the 
rooms  of  the  soldiers  among  their  effects  “ any  prohibited  emblems,”  ” the 
tricolor,”  etc.  The  delinquents  to  be  arrested  immediately  and  separately 
questioned. 

/tr'  45-  CLAUZEL  (COMTE  BERTRAND).  Marshal.  A.  L.  S.,  4 

pp.,  8vo  (1815). 

Fine  and  interesting.  A letter  relating  to  current  events  at  Paris : 
“The  King  has  departed,  and  the  Emperor  has  entered  the  Tuiteries ; The 
nation  has  abandoned  the  cause  of  the  Bourbons  who  had  long  since 
abandoned  that  of  the  people;  the  Duchess  of  Angouleme  compromises  her- 
self by  staying  too  long  at  Bordeaux,  etc.,  etc.,}‘ 

Clausel  was  in  the  United  States  in  1S15. 

46.  CLERMONT-TONNERE  (DUC  DE).  Minister  of  War. 
L.  S.,  1 p.,  folio,  Versailles,  Aug.  29,  1789,  to  Comte  de  la  Tour, 
acknowledging  the  receipt  of  a Memoir  of  Le  Marechal  de  Turenne. 

47.  COMMITTEE  OF  PUBLIC  SAFETY.  3 D.  S„  1 or  more 
pp.,  folio,  Paris,  1794,  authorizing  payment  for  military  supplies. 
Each  ordering  cattle,  horses,  etc.,  for  the  Army.  Signed  by  Carnot, 
Guyton,  Merlin  de  Douai  (author  of  the  infamous  decree  “ law  of 
the  suspected  ”),  Lindet,  Billaud-Varennes,  etc.  (3) 
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Committee  of  Public  Safety.

Helena.  A.  L.  S.,  1 p.,  121110,  asking  for  the  number  of  votes  on 
which  he  can  rely. 

112.  LA  TOUCHE-TREVILLE  (ADMIRAL  DE).  Commanded 
against  Nelson  in  1801.  A.  L.  S.,  2 pp.,  4to,  on  board,  off  Toulon, 
1803,  to  the  Poet  Lemercier,  who  became  a Republican  in  the  Revo- 
lution, informing  him  that  he  is  keeping  most  careful  watch  over 
his  son. 

113.  LATOUR-MAUBOURG  (M.  VICTOR,  MARQUIS  DE). 

Distinguished  in  Spain  and  Russia.  A.  L.  S.,  2 pp.,  4to,  with  leaf 
of  superscription,  1839,  thanking  the  editor  of  a Paris  Journal  for 
copies,  and  with  political  criticisms. 

114.  LE  BAS  (PH.  F.).  Jacobin.  Killed  himself  the  day  Robe- 
spierre was  executed,  1794.  D.  S.,  2 pp.,  folio,  October  8,  1793.  by 
Lebas,  Amar  and  Bayle  of  the  “ Comite  de  Surete  Generale,”  with 
fine  seal  of  the  Committee. 

Rare  and  important  historical  document  ordering  the  arrest  of  the  chief 
clerk  of  the  administration  ;•  that  his  papers  be  searched,  particularly  his 
correspondence  with  Gen.  Lambert,  and  that  he  be  taken  to  La  Force  and 
there  held. 

115.  LEBON  (JOSEPH).  Infamous  for  his  cruelties,  and  exe- 
cuted in  1795.  D.  S.,  3 pp.,  folio,  1793. 

Le  Bon's  endorsement  on  a detailed  report  made  by  Taillefer  in  which 
be  mentions  the  names  of  men  who  are  disaffected,  particularly  the  Ger- 
mans, whom  he  calls  “ detestable  soldiers,  and  the  laziest  thieves  in  the 
world,"  and  urging  the  Committee  of  Public  Safety  to  call  them  to  account. 

116.  LE  BRUN  (CH.  F.).  Duke  of  Piacenza,  and  Bonaparte’s 
Third  Consul  in  1799.  D.  S.,  2 pp.,  folio,  Paris,  1793,  asking  Genet 
for  names,  duties,  etc.,  of  all  persons  employed. 
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117.  LE  CHAPELIER  (I.  R.  G.).  Statesman.  National  Assem- 
bly Certificate  of  Membership.  D.  S.,  1 p.,  4to,  partly  printed,  with 
seal,  Paris,  September  28,  1791,  certifying  to  the  membership  of  L. 
Guyardin. 

Signed  by  Le  Chapelier,  Abbe  Aubry,  Target,  Chouvet,  Darnaudat  and 
Guyardin,  some  of  the  rarest  signatures  of  the  Revolution. 

118.  LECLERC  (GEN.  VICTOR  E.).  Married  Pauline  Bona- 
parte; captured  Toussaint  L’Ouverture;  died  of  yellow  fever  in 
1802.  A.  D.  S.,  1 p.,  small  4to,  Paris,  8th  Brumaire,  1799. 

A pass  for  his  valet-de-chambre.  Exceedingly  interesting  from  the  fact 
that  it  was  given  only  a few  days  before  Napoleon’s  wonderful  coup  d etat 
of  the  18th  Brumaire  (Nov.  9,  1799),  when  he  suddenly  appeared  in 
France  and  took  possession  of  the  government.  Leclerc  materially  pro- 
moted  the  success  of  this  movement. 

119.  LECOINTRE  (LAURENT).  Voted  for  the  death  of  Louis 
XVI  and  instigated  the  execution  of  Marie  Antoinette.  L.  S.,  3 
pp.,  folio,  Paris,  1792,  Aug.  30. 

An  interesting  letter  to  the  Minister  of  War  showing  up  the  trickery 
of  the  men  contracting  to  furnish  horses  for  the  army.  These  horses  they 
sell  very  dearly  to  the  State,  and  their  accomplices  in  the  stables  feed 
them  in  such  a way  as  to  make  them  sick  and  render  them  useless.  When 
sold  by  the  State,  they  buy  them  in  at  a low  price,  feed  them  properly, 
and  sell  them  anew  to  the  government. 

120.  LEFEBRE  (FR.  J.,  DUKE  OF  DANTZIC).  One  of  Na- 
poleon’s ablest  generals.  A.  L.  S.,  2 pp.,  4to,  Nov.  13,  1811. 

To  Marechal  Oudinot,  and  exhibiting  a very  curious  state  of  affairs  in 
his  family.  He  gives  the  text  of  a letter  he  has  written  to  Napoleon 
demanding  that  his  son  be  confined  in  the  Tower  of  Ham  until  he  is  willing 
to  behave  himself,  and  begs  Oudinot’s  influence  with  Napoleon  should  the 
latter  speak  of  it  to  him. 

121.  Rare  Printed  Broadside  Letter,  with  autograph  sig- 

nature “ Le  Febre  Due  de  Dantzic,”  announcing  that  Marie  Louise 
orders  the  Senate  in  a body  to  assist  at  a Ceremony  on  June  13, 
1813,  in  honor  of  Napoleon’s  victory  at  Wurtchen. 

In  a written  postscript  Lefebre  begs  the  recipient  not  to  fail  to  be  there 
“ for  which  I will  tell  you  the  reason.” 

122.  LEFEBRES-DESNOUETTES  (COUNT).  Distinguished 
at  Austerlitz  and  Waterloo,  condemned  to  death,  but  escaped  to 
the  United  States.  A.  L.  S.,  3 pp.,  4to,  Naunburg,  September  21, 

1813. 

Important  historical  circular  letter  written  by  Desnouettes  to  the  army 
of  Napoleon  in  the  campaign  of  1813  against  Germany,  when  Napoleon 
made  his  fatal  mistake  of  outraging  the  national  pride  and  patriotism  of 
the  Germans,  who  at  first  regarded  the  French  as  liberators. 

123.  LEGENDRE  (Friend  of  Danton)  and  TORPET.  D.  S.,  I 

p.,  4to,  Paris,  Aug.  io,  1792,  ordering  M.  Le  Gray  before  the  Com- 
mune to  consult  with  the  Commissioners. 

In  the  autograph  of  Torpet  the  secretary,  signed  by  him  and  by 
Legendre,  as  president.  Document  of  the  unsettled  state  of  Paris  just 
before  the  massacre  three  weeks  later. 

124.  LESCOT-FLEURIOT.  Mayor  of  Paris,  and  friend  of 
Robespierre,  beheaded  the  next  day.  L.  S.,  1 p.,  4to,  Paris,  1793, 
ordering  la  Maison  d’Harcourt  to  be  turned  over  to  Citizen 
Anjubault. 
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125.  LINDET  (ROBERT).  One  of  the  most  subtle  of  the 
Jacobins.  A.  L.  S.,  1 p.,  folio,  Caen,  Sept.  26,  1793.  Also  signed 
by  Oudot,  member  of  the  Convention. 

Fine  and  interesting.  To  the  captain  of  the  Gendarmerie  listing  six 
denunciations  received  against  him,  but  encouraging  him  by  saying:  “ We 
ought  to  receive  denunciation,  we  ought,  only  to  consider  the  interests  of  the 
Republic  . . . and  maintain  order  and  military  discipline.” 

126.  LOBAU  (GEORGES  MOUTON,  COUNT).  Napoleon’s 
Aide-de-Camp.  L.  S.,  1 p.,  4to,  Valladolid,  Jan.  20,  1800,  to  the  Pay- 
master and  on  that  business. 


127.  LOMENIE  DE  BRIENNE  (fiTIENNE  CH.).  Cardinal 
and  Minister.  A.  L.  S.,  2 pp.,  small  4to,  Paris,  Jan.  15,  1781.  Writ- 
ten in  the  interest  of  a young  French  Officer. 


128.  LOUIS  XVI.  D.  S.,  “ Lettre  de  Cachet,”  1 p.,  folio,  Ver- 
sailles, Sept.  26,  1786.  Order  for  the  release  of  Ch.  de  Ponchalon 
from  the  Prison  of  Charenton. 


129.  D.  S.,  1 p.,  lolio,  Versailles,  April  18,  1779.  Treasury 

warrant,  signed  “ Bon.  Louis.”

TRIAL  OF  LOUIS  XVI. 

131.  A Manuscript  Order  to  Admit  Three  Persons  to  the 

Trial  of  the  King,  signed  “ Defermont,  Presdt.,”  December  27th, 
1792.  Endorsed  with  a note  in  the  handwriting  of  Sir  John  Cox 
Hippisley:  “ The  King  was  at  the  Bar  yesterday,  the  26  Dec.,  1792. 
I was  present.  J . C.  H.” 

From  Dec.  11,  1792,  to  Jan.  16,  1793,  Louis  XVI  appeared  before  the 
bar  of  the  Convention.  From  the  miserable  insults  of  his  jailers  in  the 
Temple  he  passed  to  those  of  Barere  as  president  in  the  seat  of  honor, 
Danton,  Robespierre,  St.  Just,  Marat  and  Tallien,  who,  with  shameless 
affectation  called  on  them  not  to  prolong  the  Kings  death  agony.  The 
voting  was  finished  on  Jan.  19,  and  Louis  XVI  was  executed  on  Jan.  21, 
1793. 


132.  An  Important  Letter  in  the  Autograph  of  [Dufourny 

de  Villiers,  but  unsigned],  of  three  closely  written  pages,  addressed 
to  M.  Dufourny  at  Palermo,  Paris,  Monday,  January  21,  1793,  the 
day  of  the  King’s  execution. 

This  letter,  apparently  that  of  an  eye-witness,  gives  an  account  of  the 
trial  of  the  king  since  the  previous  Tuesday,  of  the  voting.  “ L.  Ph.  Egalile 
vrai  repubUcain  a vote  dans  .les  3 appehs  nominaux  contre  son  parent 
of  the  appeal  of  the  defense,  when  Malsherbes  wept  in  demanding  it ; of 
the  intervention  of  the  Spanish  Charge-des-affaires  ; gives  the  four  decrees 
of  condemnation  of  the  King  by  the  Convention  and  their  notification  to 
the  King ; describes  the  execution  and  the  King’s  calmness : “ Oh  ma 

patrie  ” — the  state  of  Paris,  fear  and  stupor  on  all  sides,  and  concludes 
with  a description  of  the  assassination  of  Pelletier  St.  Fargeau  (by  a 
Royalist  because  terror  of  the  Jacobins  had  forced  him  to  vote  for  Louis’ 
death).  A letter  of  the  greatest  historical  importance.

A rare 
combination  of  these  signatures  of  the  brothers,  both  Kings  of  France,  and 
then  in  exile,  but  constantly  plotting  wars  against  the  Republic,  to  which 
this  document  relates. 

L.  S.,  1 p.,  8vo,  1836, 
asking  an  interview  with  his  Keeper  of  Seals. 

135.  LUCKNER  (MARECHAL  NIKALAUS).  Beheaded  1794. 
A.  L.  S.,  1 p.,  folio,  Strasbourg,  Sept.  26,  1791,  when  Commander- 
in-Chief  of  the  Army  of  the  Rhine. 

Confidential  letter  regarding  a quartermaster  who  had  deserted,  carrying 
off  1,200  livres.  With  this  is  a short  autograph  postscript  signed  (in 
German)  of  an  earlier  letter. 

136.  LUZERNE  (CHEVALIER  DE  LA).  Minister  to  United 
States,  1779-83.  A.  L.  S.,  1 p.,  8vo,  “ Phyladelphia  le  31  Xre  1782.” 
On  financial  business. 

137.  ]\  f ACDONALD  (MARfiCHAL).  Duke  of  Tarentum.  A 

ltl  L.  S.,  1 p.,  folio,  1798,  with  leaf  of  superscription,  when 

with  the  Army  in  Italy. 

To  his  friend  Duveyrier,  at  Rome,  announcing  his  departure  for  that 
city  the  following  day,  but  is  indignant  because  the  boats  at  Naples  he 
expected  to  use  had  been  sold,  etc.  Fine  example. 

138.  MAIGNET  (ETIENNE  C.).  Arrested,  but  released.  D.  S., 

1 p.,  small  4to,  Marseilles,  1793. 

Noted  for  his  curious  and  fanatical  decree  at  Marseilles  to  take  away 
from  the  cemeteries  all  gravestones  and  other  inscriptions  simply  having 
inscribed  over  the  gate  these  W'ords,  “Silence,  ils  reposent ! ” (Silence, 
they  rest ! ) . 

139.  MAGON  DE  CLOS-DORE  (CHARLES).  Admiral.  A.  L. 
S.,  2 pp.,  4to,  with  superscription  and  seal,  n.  d.  (1801?). 

Admiral  Magon  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Trafalgar  in  1805.  The  above 
is  a very  fine  historical  letter  giving  his  movements  after  leaving  Brest, 
mentions  Rochambeau,  Gen.  Boudet,  etc.,  speaks  of  the  way  fortune  has 
seemed  to  smile  on  him,  and  hopes  she  will  never  turn  her  back,  etc. 

140.  MALESHERBES  (C.  G.  DE  L.).  Judge  and  Philanthrop- 
ist. L.  S.,  2 pp.,  4to,  Versailles,  Nov.  26,  1775,  on  business  con- 
nected with  the  Academy  to  which  he  had  been  elected. 

Fine  signature  of  the  jridge  who  generously  offered  his  services  to  Louis 
XVI,  as  counsel  in  his  trial,  which  cost  him  his  own  life.  He  was  sus- 
pected by  the  Terrorists  and  executed  in  1794. 

141.  MARAT  (DEATH  OF).  Momoro  (Antoine  Fr.).  Jacobin. 
A.  L.  S.,  1 p.,  8vo,  1793. 

Fine  historical  item  relating  to  the  assassination  of  Marat,  stating  that 
he  has  put  seals  on  the  effects  of  Marat  to  be  given  over  to  his  wife. 
Signed  “ Momoro,  president  de  la  section,  Marat.” 

142.  MARCEAU  (GENERAL).  Became  a General  at  22;  killed 
in  1796,  aged  27.  D.  S.,  folio,  1 p.,  1796. 

Military  order  signed  by  Marceau,  Robert  (friend  of  Danton),  Le  Roy 
S.  M.,  and  others.  Signatures  of  Marceau  are  verv  rare. 
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143.  MARET  (HUGUES  B.).  Duke  of  Bassano.  Napoleon's 
Secretary  of  State.  D.  S.,  1 p.,  folio,  1800,  with  stamp. 

Napoleon’s  appointment  ot  Barbe-Marbois  as  counsellor  of  state. 

I44-  L.  S.,  2 pp.,  folio,  with  a postscript,  signed,  of  20 

lines  in  his  autograph,  September  19th,  1813. 

Pine  bistorical  letter  to  Fouche  in  which  he  relates  Napoleon’s  opera- 
tions during  his  German  campaign  of  1813,  and  gives  detailed  account  ot 
the  movements  of  the  15th,  17th,  18th  ; mentions  the  capture  of  the  son  of 
Gen.  Blucher ; that  Gen.  Duvernet  had  taken  Arbsau  and  forced  the 
enemy  into  Toplitz;  an  Austrian  battery  of  24  pieces  had  been  captured 
and  the  enemy  forced  into  Bohemia  in  the  greatest  disorder. 

145.  MARIE  ANTOINETTE.  D.  S.,  on  vellum,  folio,  confirm- 
ing an  appointment  in  her  household.  Dated  at  Versailles,  Jan- 
uary 1,  1787. 

A very  fine  signature. 

146.  MARIE  THERESE.  Wife  of  Charles  X,  youngest  brother 
of  Louis  XVI.  A MS.  list  of  the  people  of  her  household,  Ladies 
of  Honor,  Gentlemen,  even  down  to  the  pastry  cook,  with  the  sal- 
aries of  each,  signed  by  the  Queen,  dated  Jan.  25,  1789,  17  pp.,  folio. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  find  a more  interesting  document  than  the  above 
in  which  one  gets  a fair  idea  of  the  luxury  which  surrounded  the  royal 
household  (this  one  lady  having  something  over  200  attendants)  which 
excited  an  explosion  of  passion  and  resentment  in  the  minds  of  the  com- 
mon people  and  made  the  progress  of  the  Revolution  rapid  and  irresistible. 

147.  D.  S.,  on  vellum,  folio,  with  seal,  Dec.  31,  1824.  An 

appointment  in  the  Royal  Household. 

148.  MARMONT  (MARECHAL).  Duke  of  Ragusa.  Auto- 
graph endorsement  of  three  lines,  signed,  on  portion  of  a document. 

f\  149.  MARMONTEL  (JEAN  FR.).  Author  of  “Moral  Tales,” 
etc.  L.  S.,  2 pp.,  4to,  Jan.  3,  1760  (Paris). 

Personal : " This  place  inspires  melancholy ; all  is  painted  in  the  blackest 
colors,  etc." 

150.  MASSACRE  OF  SEPTEMBER,  1792.  D.  S„  1 p.,  4to,  Au- 
gust, 1792,  signed  by  Leclerc,  Lenfant,  and  another. 

Order  to  imprison  at  L’Abbaye  do  St.  Germain  Dubois  de  Crance  and 
Cappy  and  to  bold  them  subject  to  orders.  Dubois  is  said  to  have  killed 
himself  to  avoid  arrest. 

151.  D.  S.,  1 p.,  folio,  1794,  by  Houdeyer,  Secretary  of  the 

Committee  of  Public  Safety. 

An  order  to  the  police  to  secure  Michel  Jagly  and  bring  him  before  the 
tribunal,  accused  of  having  participated  “ in  the  massacres  of  the  first  days 
of  September,  1792.” 

152.  MASSENA  (ANDRE,  DUKE  OF  RIVOLI).  One  of  Na- 
poleon’s most  distinguished  Marshals.  L.  S.,  1 p.,  4to,  1807. 

Friendly  letter  to  Daguessau.  Fine  signature. 

153.  MASSON  (FREDERIC).  Original  signed  manuscript  of  a 
poem  of  16  verses  on  4 4to  pages  in  honor  of  the  dead  at  Borny: 
“Aux  morts  de  Borny.”  With  corrections,  interlineations,  etc.  One 
verse  scored  out  and  rewritten.

Signed  by  Merlin  de  Douai  (author  of  the  infamous  " Law  of  Suspects 
Bourbotte  (Jacobin,  executed  1795),  Bellegarde,  Choudieu,  etc. 

Scarce  document  before  they  called  themselves  regularly  “ Committee  of 
Public  Safety  ” and  seized  the  power  in  France.  With  seal. 

158.  MIRABEAU  (HONORS  GABRIEL,  COUNT  DE).  A.  L. 

S.,  I p.,  4to,  Sept.  7,  1790. 

Rare  and  very  fine  full  autograph  letter  written  to  a physician  and 
asking  his  good  offices  for  the  wife  of  a very  dear  friend.  Mirabeau 
reminds  him  that  he  has  done  everything  in  his  power  to  further  the  cause 
of  the  " Society  of  Medicine  ” before  the  National  Assembly  and  wishes 
this  favor  in  return. 

159.  MONCEY  (B.  A.  J.).  Duke  de  Conegliana  and  Marshal. 
D.  S.,  1 p.,  folio,  Milan,  1800.  List  of  passports  issued. 

160.  MONTHOLON  (MARQUIS  DE).  With  Napoleon  at  St. 
Helena.  A.  L.  S.,  1 p.,  4to,  Paris,  1836,  with  superscription,  in  re- 
gard to  a brochure  he  is  publishing. 

161.  MONTJOYE  (C.  F.  L.).  Eminent  Author.  A.  L.  S.,  3 pp., 
4to  (i793)>  with  leaf  of  superscription.

Napoleon  arrived  in  November,  gained  sev- 
eral victories  in  rapid  succession,  and  in  1809  Spain  was  occupied 
by  the  French  under  Soult,  Victor  and  Suchet,  over  whom  the 
authority  of  Joseph  Bonaparte  was  merely  nominal.  Napoleon 
would  not  allow  him  to  resign,  and  finally  in  1813  he  was  defeated 
by  Wellington,  and  ceased  to  reign. 

The  above  documents  are  of  the  most  interesting  part  of  the  campaign, 
mainly  issued  and  signed  by  Gens.  Belliard,  Jourdan  and  Borelli,  including 
a full  2-page  autograph  letter  signed  by  Gen.  Keilerman,  in  which  he 
mentions  Marechal  Ney's  victories  in  Spain ; Gen.  Belliard,  in  another 
order,  mentions  the  celebration  by  the  army  of  Napoleon’s  fete  day ; others 
contain  more  interesting  accounts  of  the  destruction  of  the  armies  of 
Spain  (notably  after  Napoleon  took  charge),  orders  to  march,  positions 
for  attack,  etc.,  etc.

232.  Original  Manuscript  Register  of  the  Vendean  Cam- 

paign. The  original  account  book  of  the  Second  Battalion,  during 
the  Vendean  Campaign  of  1793-4-  Folio,  vellum,  pp.  116,  a few 
corner  margins  at  the  beginning  and  end  worn  away. 

The  Vendean  campaign  was  one  of  the  most  exciting  and  dramatic  of  the 
French  Revolution. 

It  seemed  impossible  to  overcome  the  Chouans  until  Gen.  Turreau 
adopted  a terrible  system  of  extermination.  He  surrounded  the  Vendee 
with  16  entrenched  camps  and  with  12  movable  columns,  called  the 
“ infernal  columns,”  overran  the  country  with  fire  and  sword  in  every 
direction. 

The  above  account  book  is  a highly  interesting  document,  as  in  addition 
to  all  details  of  clothing,  food,  etc.,  receipted  for  by  the  officers,  it  con- 
tains a register  of  officers  and  men  and  their  whereabouts  at  various 
times,  not  the  least  interesting  of  which  is  the  memorandum  opposite  many 
names,  “Frit  par  les  Chouans ’’  (taken  by  the  Chouans).  It  is  well 
known  that  these  peasants  of  Bretagne  called  themselves  the  Chouans  or 
" Chat-huans  ” (night-owls)  from  the  family  name  of  the  poor  peasant, 
Jean  Cottereau,  who  was  their  leader. 

This  register  preserves  the  names  and  the  pay  of  many  men  during  the 
Terror  which  would  otherwise  be  completely  lost.  The  book  has  at  some 
previous  time  been  sewed  together,  as  if  for  concealment,  as  the  remains 
of  the  stitches  are  still  along  the  fore-edges  of  all  the  leaves.

A warning  to  the  people  of  the  Vendee.  “ To  the  fathers  and  mothers 
of  young  men  ” who  have  refused  to  join  the  Revolutionists  that  they  be 
brought  immediately  to  the  Commander  under  penalty  of  arrest  as  sus- 
pects ; that  the  municipality  shall  at  once  furnish  a list  of  all  the  young 
men  in  their  districts  and  aid  in  their  conscription.  Both  letters  are  along 
the  same  line  (2). 

234.  VERGENNES  (COUNT  DE).  Concluded  the  treaty  with 
the  United  States,  1778.  L.  S.,  1 p.,  small  4to,  Versailles,  Dec.  19, 
1784- 

Showing  the  interest  France  took  at  that  early  date  in  ballooning.  This 
letter  is  one  of  recommendation  of  the  famous  French  aeronaut  Pilatre  de 
Rozier,  in  his  attempt  to  cross  the  channel  from  France  to  England  in  a 

balloon  of  hydrogen  gas  over  a cylinder  filled  with  heated  air.  The 

apparatus  fell  to  the  ground  near  Boulogne,  and  Pilatre  and  his  companion 
were  killed. 

235.  VERNET  (CARLE).  Artist.  Painted  “ Battle  of  Wag- 

ram,”  etc.  A.  L.  S.,  1 p.,  8vo,  with  leaf  of  superscription,  To  the 

Architect  Mazois  in  which  he  assures  him  that  he  will  continue 

to  vote  him  for  the  Academy  des  Beaux-Arts. 

236.  VILLARET-JOYEUSE  (COMTE).  Admiral.  A.  D.  S., 
3 pp.,  folio,  “ On  Board  La  Montagne  Nov.  7,  1793.” 

Historical  document.  Detailed  instructions  to  Lt.  Duchesne  of  The 
Resolute  to  patrol  the  coast  of  Bre„t,  at  St.  Malo,  and  arrest  strangers, 
and  if  chased  by  a superior  force  to  retreat  toward  Admiral  Vanstabel 
(who  rendered  important  service  to  America  during  the  Revolution). 

237-  VILLENEUVE  (ADMIRAL  DE).  Defeated  at  Trafalgar, 
blamed  by  Napoleon,  and  committed  suicide  therefor  in  1806.  L. 
S.,  2 pp.,  folio,  “ On  Board  off  Port  au  Prince,  1804.”  To  Gen. 
Ernouf,  asking  for  pilots. 
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238.  VOLTAIRE.  A.  L.  S.,  3 pp.,  4to,  with  leaf  of  superscrip- 
tion to  the  Countess  Lutzbourg,  entirely  in  Voltaire’s  hand  and 
signed,  as  usual,  “ V.”  Colmar,  Dec.  4 (1753),  with  seal. 

A letter  full  of  subtle  flattery.  Voltaire  bad  long  since  consoled  himself 
for  the  death  of  tt\e  beautiful  Mdme.  Chastelet,  and  was  at  this  time  with 
Frederick  the  Great  in  Berlin,  whose  verse  Ije  criticised,  with  the  result 
that  he  was  soon  dismissed.  He  alludes  to  his  departure  in  this  letter, 
from  which  it  is  useless  to  quote  — it  must  be  read  to  appreciate  the 
delicate  sarcasm,  flattery  and  tenderness  which  Voltaire  showed  in  his  rela- 
tions with  women. 

239.  T WELLINGTON  (DUKE  OF).  L.  S.,  1 p„  folio,  written 
VV  in  Portugal,  Feb.  3,  1811,  to  Sir  W.  C.  Beresford  dur- 
ing the  Peninsular  War  when  Wellington  had  forced  the  French 
out  of  Portugal. 

The  present  letter  is  in  reference  to  the  regulation  for  wearing  the 
medal  just  conferred  on  the  officers  by  the  King. 

240.  WESTERMANN  (FR.  J.).  General  and  friend  of  Danton. 
L.  S.,  2 pp.,  4to,  Menehould,  Oct.  2,  1792,  and  endorsed  with  three 
lines  in  Westermann’s  hand. 

To  Wm.  II's  aide,  charged  with  negotiations  with  Gen.  Dumouriez  for 
the  retreat  of  the  Russians  after  Valmy.  He  sends  back  the  surgeons 
taken  prisoner,  and  asks  for  the  liberty  of  Gen.  Claude. 
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
